For all practical purposes Albania is c port of Yugoslavia. Thd 
customs union 'vhich has been out Into effect betvzoen Yugoslavie 'and 
Albania includes 2 etandardlsation of cuironoy, Co-ordination of 
industry and otUor raeaauras of unification. i:ho Yugoslavs had to 
wove in qiiiokly because in 1946 the Albanians considered roqueoting 
' Italy to furnloh adninistrators and officials. Tho Yugoslav Conraun- 
ist Party has sent in supervisory bodies to help in the socialization 
of Albania, including agrarian refonn® ‘ 

The actual GdDinistration of Albania doos not stem from Yogoalav 
Foreign Office, but through the Communist Party. The Albanian reply 
to Britain oft the Corfu Strait incident nao vnritten in Belgrade, and 
Hoxha complained bitterly about not having seen the note before it 
was inoued. 

Both the Catholics aik Koslomc in Al'i->an5.a arc giving the Coimnurasts 
trouble.' The Communists have had difficulty in getting arras away 
from the tribes. Thore Imve been ruthless trials, imprisonments and 
shootin^^s on a far greater scale than during Italian domination. 


Rumania 


Yugoslav relations with Rumauj.a have not been smooths According to 
the Yugoslavs there ore too many reactionary officials in Rumania, 
end the :>ov/0r is not yot ciufficiently consolidated. 

A Y^’cslav-Rumenian Gonraission r/as set up to survey the problem of 
drainage of fcrnland, as the Yugoslavs felt that they were not rooelv*" 
inf.- their sbei’e of the T/ator. Tho Rumaniand proved unhelpful. The 
matter of tho hydro- cooperatives vvas finally settled by both sides 
agreeing to live up to the pre-irar egreemeht.

There have been negotiations betucen Bulgaria and Yugbslevia on the 
question cf dual o\7nerGhip. The putcorae ia not knovm. 

Tnlks TTore being held betvyeen Bulgaria and Yugoslavia in late October 
1947 about abolishing the visa for travel between the tv;o countries. 

There is no possibility that Bulgarian ti'oops will be sent to Yugoslavia 
to enable the. former to violate the peace treaty. The Bulgarians are 
too unpopular Tn.th tho Sorbs. 


Tho Yugoslavs considered' their meeting with the Italians during tho 
Peris Peace Conference very unsatisfactory. Recently some of the 
leading Italians Comraunista have boon visiting Yugoslavia. Some trade 
agi\ienients have boon initiated between the tv/c countries.

One ^stence^of Czech-Yugoslav friction occurrod in tho Eooarations

ves inotruoted by Sinlc to support the Csechs in thoir roauest that 
the cost of transport through Germany be i^ocorded aa ropar^tiono, 
and not bo paid in dollars. Iv^ovich cciuplained ttet he receivk 
3uppo2*t from tho Czechs in return, that they conoeted 
v;lth Ytagoslavie for the sane factories and did not su.noort him on 
the merchant ship division* 


Mere is considerable talk in Yugoslavia of a Balkan Federation. It 
will probably come in tho future, but no one country io advocating it 
vory nt^ngly. The first step probaial.y ^tIII be a customs union botv/oou 
Yugoslavia and Bulgoraa, This has not been effected yot becauBo tho 
Yugos^v CoiTimunists do not believe that the Bulgarians have consolidated 
economic power sufficiently. There has been no talk in Yugoslavia of 
the Balkan states becoming additional ropublics of tlxe USSR.
